B. Gassoday to 
allow h e name to be presented to the 
voters of the state for re-election to the 
office cf Associated Justice of the su­ 
preme court.

actu n by which the bar of every county 
in the state may unite with that of Bock 
county in directly voicmg the very gen­ 
eral desire that Judge Gassoday shall 
continue his present wort. 
Judge Gassoday practiced at this bar 
for twenty three years; and when, eight 
yea!a ego a vacancy occurred upon the 
supreme bench, it was our privilege, es 
well as pleasure, to urge bis appointment, 
and after that bis election. 
We knew 
bim then and believed in him; the whole 
state knows bim now and believes in 
him. 
We think every Wisconsin lawyer 
will agree that his loss from the supreme 
court bench woald be a pnblio calamity. 
We have tbcnght it desirable that there 
should be concerted aotion ; and for that 
purpose^the undersigned, in behalf of the 
Rock county bar, enclose to you a blank 
call, hoping in the event the bar of your 
county shall favor the movement, you 
will cause the call to be signed and, when 
po signed, forwarded to John B. Oasso- 
day, Madison, Wisconsin, lf the laa- 
gnage of the enclosed call does not fully 
meet your views, please change it to con­ 
form thereto.

Th© readers of the Gazette will be in­ 
terested in knowing something further in 
regard to Henry Clay Eyans, who is the 
first republican congressman eyer elected 
to congresB from the Chattanooga district 
in Tennessee. 
He is a brother of the 
H on. J . H. Evans, of Platteville, presi­ 
dent of the board of normal school 
regents. He settled in Lancaster in ’59, 
then quiteja young man. He began bu«- 
iness by clerking for Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Byland in a dry geode store at 
$12 a month. 
After the war began he 
enlisted in the Forty-first Wisconsin, 


and in 1864 became connected with the 
quarter master department at Chattan­ 
ooga. 
In 1869 Mr. Evans located in 
that oity, and laid the f mndation of ft 
business which has been an honor to 
him and a boon to Chattanooga. Ha 
began the manufactory' of steel rails and 
railway cars, then became financially 
interested in coal mines, gas works, 
banking,audio on. 
The company or­ 
ganized by bim employes seventeen 
hncdred bands ana Evans himself is a 
millionaire. 
He has twice been elected mayor of 
Chattanooga. In 1884 be received the 
unanimous nomination for congress, and 
although the district ie strongly demo­ 
cratic, he come within 68 votes of an 
election. 
During the last campaign Mr. 
Evans was again nominated by acclama­ 
tion, and was elected by 268 majority. 
The bourbon democrat* were bound to 
beat Mr. Evans out of bis seat in con­ 
gress , but Governor Taylor, although a 
democrat, recognized the justice of Mr. 
Evan’s olaim to an election, an i gave 
him a certificate. 
Mr. Eyan’s success in Tennessee has 
been wonderful, and while he has en­ 
riched himself, he has also enriched the 
city and state which should take pride in 
having him as a citizen.

Milw aukee, Wig., March I.—The four 
floors of a burning building fell about 9 
o’clock Thursday night and ten or more 
firemen were buried in the ruins. 
The 
accident happened after the flames were 
under control, the building being almost 
gutted. 
Eight of the imprisoned firemen 
have been rescued. The list of the wounded 
is as follows:

The police and firemen are at work on 
the ruins and those known to be imprisoned 
in them are T. J. King of No. 6, and James 
Long of No. I. 
Nicholas Hinz of truck No. 
3 is also missing. 
Two hours before the accident occurred 
flames were seen coming out of the hatch­ 
way in the alley in the rear of the four- 
story building at 380 Broadway, occupied 
by John E. Jenner Sc Co., wholesale deal 
ers in millinery. 
An alarm was turned in 
and prom ptly responded to. 
A second and 
third followed, but before tho firemen had 
gotten {fairly to work the flames gained 
great headway. 
It was a roaring, crack­ 
ling fire, and after it had roared away for 
two hours there was little of the inflamma­ 
ble stock left for it to feed upon. 
The tor­ 
rent of w ater poured into the building be­ 
gan to tell by this time and the flames were 
subdued as quickly as they had mastered a t 
the outset. 
A few minutes later, which 
was a trifle after 9 o’clock, the firemen 
swarmed into the building, the clouds of 
white steam instead of smoke telling there 
was little fire left within. 
The six men of company N a I were on 
the third floor, the three man of No. 6 were 
on the fourth, and with them were a couple 
of the truckmen of hook and ladder com­ 
pany No. 6. 
Suddenly there was a deafen­ 
ing crash and the floors gave way, 
pre­ 
cipitating the firemen to the basement. 
Many firemen below heard tho crash above 
them and fled into tho street from both the 
front and rear entrance of the building. 
For a moment there was a puzzle. 
It was 
only a moment when tho police and fire­ 
men 
rushed 
to 
tho 
rescue. 
The 
shouts 
and groans of the 
imprisoned 
men could bo heard abovo the uproar 
and in a very few minutes four men were 
pulled out battered and torn but alive. 
They were hastily carried in carriages and 
patrol wagons to the Emergency hospital, 
one, Capt. Janssen, a brother of the chief 
of police, being taken to his home. 
It was 
slow work getting the others out, but the 
crew of rescuers worked incessantly and 
guided 
by groans and 
moans of the 
wounded they got them out one a t a time. 
In each case the men were found to be 
alive, 
and, considering what they had 
passed through, only slightly injured." Of 
the eight men rescued two or three are per­ 
haps fatally wounded. 
Otto Einer, 
of 
truck No. 3, is very badly injured, the 
base of his skull being crushed. 
The force of the falling floors carried in 
the ground floor, and the men who were 
taken out last were found in the basement, 
which has several inches of water on its 
floor. 
Tho firemen and police are still at 
work, and several firemen are known to be 
in the ruins yet. 
There are some rather 
curious features in connection with the fire. 
Jenner & Co.’s stock is estimated a t $25,- 
000, and the insurance is $34,000. 
Of this 
insurance a large proportion of the policies 
expired at midnight, five hours after the 
fire was discovered. The building is owned 
by Mrs. Frances Bosworth, is valued at 
$25,000, and was insured for $20,000. 
The dead body of Edward Noonan, pipe- 
man of chemical company No. I has been 
taken out of the ruins. 
Edward Maginly 
and John Dever have been taken out. 
They were supposed to be dead, but the 
physicians say Dever is only slightly in­ 
jured. 
Maginly’s injuries are very serious. 
This makes a total of oue dead and nine in­ 
jured. 
Otto Einen of company No. 5 is 
very badly injured and is not expected to 
live. 
As tho result of the accident the 
chief of the fire departm ent will probably 
be investigated at once.

L o n d o n, 
March I.—In the House of 
Commons Thursday Mr. 
Healy 
asked 
whether attention had been called to the 
fact that as far back as November A ttor­ 
ney-General Webster had received a state­ 
ment from Pigott to the effect that he 
could not bear cross-examination before tho 
commission. 
[Parnellite cheers.] 
Having 
regard for this, he asked did the govern­ 
ment retain confidence in Attorney-General 
Webster? 
Mr. Smith asked that due notice of the 
question be given if Mr. Healy’s reference 
was to Sir Richard W ebster’s discharge of 
his duties as attorney-general. 
Mr. Healy gave notice of a motion that 
in the opinion of the House the attorney- 
general had forfeited confidence. [Laughter 
and cheers.] 
Mr. Sexton gave notice that he would 
make a motion to compel M ajor Saunder- 
son (Conservative) to disclose the names of 
the officers pledging to associate them­ 
selves with M ajor Saunderson and violate 
their oaths of obedience to the crown in 
event of a home-rule parliam ent being 
granted Ireland.

Mrs. Sm ith and Husband Exonerated by 
the Coroner** Jury.

heed to the letters. 
Last evening as he was sitting in his 
office the door was opened by a man muffled 
up to the ears in a heavy coat and wearing 
a broad-brimmed slouch hat, pulled well 
down over his eyes. 
W ithout a word he 
presented a pistol at Mr. Smith’s head and 
fired. 
The bullet pierced Sm ith’s ear, but 
being of but 22 caliber was flattened 
against his skull. 
The would-be m urderer 
fled, and no trace of him has as yet been 
found. 
The wounded man apparently ex­ 
periences little trouble from tho wound, but 
the doctors say that a shock may possibly 
have been inflicted upon the base of the 
brain which will prove serious.

W ashington/ March I .—The Speaker, 
having laid before the House the Senate 
bill for the protection of the salmon fisher­ 
ies in Alaska, Mr. Dunn of Arkansas offer­ 
ed an amendment directing the President 
to cause one or more United States vessels 
to cruise in Behring sea and other Alaska 
waters and seize all vessels found to l.>e un­ 
lawfully engaged in seal hunting. 
Mr. Dunn explained that the sole object 
of the amendment was to enforce existing 
law. 
Heretofore the enforcement of tho 
law had been relaxed, so that a number of 
persons had concluded that the Government 
did not propose to enforce the law, and to 
day no less than 150 vessels were being 
fitted up to go to Behring’s sea, and would 
cover the waters with 
unlawful 
seal 
hunters. 
The amendment was adopted and tho bill 
was passed. 
Mr. Burrows of Michigan moved the 
passagt of the Senate bill for the erection 
of a public building at Kalamazoo, Mich. 
Mr. Bland of Missouri, said that until the 
Sullivan contested election case was consid­ 
ered it was not only an unseemly proceed­ 
ing, but it was an absolute disgrace for the 
House to consider public building measures. 
Until the Sullivan case was disposed of the 
House ought not to pass bills which were 
simply a raid upon the public treasury.

Mr. Dibble explained that if tho amount 
which it is proposed to be expended was all 
used for the purchase of land the land 
would not cost more that 4} cents a foot— 
a very reasonable figure. 
Mr. Hemphill of South Carolina offered 
an amendment to Mr. Dibble’s motion so as 
to direct the House conferroes to recede 
from their disagreement to the amendment 
and to agree to the same with an amend­ 
ment appropriating $1,000,000 for the pur­ 
chase of not less than 1,000 acres for a 
national park.

[Of tho lands acquired 2,037,000 acres are 
made open to settlement under the home­ 
stead law. ] On motion of Mr. Morrill, of Kan­ 
sas, an amendment was adopted directing tho 
commissioners authorized to treat with the 
Cherokee Indians for a relinquishment of 
their title to the Cherokee outlet, also to 
treat with the prairie band of Pottawato- 
mies and Kickapoo Indians of Kansas for 
a sale of a portion of their reservation. 
An amendment was adopted authorizing 
the President to establish two land offices 
upon the lands opened to settlement by 
this act. 
The bill was thon passed. 
It was 
the last of the general appropriation bills. 


T he Senate. 
W ashington, 
March I .—The 
House 
amendment to the Senato bill in regard to 
the salmon fisheries of Alaska (extending 
its operations to Behring Sea) having been 
presented to the Senate, Mr. Edmunds sug­ 
gested that the amendment raised such a 
very im portant and difficult question that 
he felt bound to move its reference to the 
committee on foreign relations. 
After re­ 
marks by Senators Hoar and Morgan the 
bill and amendment were so referred. 
The Senate then proccoded to the con • 
sideration of bills authorising the construc­ 
tion of railroad and other bridges. 
# After spending about ten minutes on that 
order.of business, during which four bills 
were passed, the Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of executive business, on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Sherman, who said that only a 
few minutes would be required to dispose 
of the m atter which he wished, and which 
was im portant to have attended to at once.

The action of the committee on judiciary 
was repudiated by the House after a long 
discussion over a bill of Mr. Pike repeating 
a portion of the medical-practice act.

bill, which the committee on judiciary re­ 
ported unfavorably, repealed the section of 
the existing law which provides for the 
licensing by the State Board of Health of 
itineraut physicians and venders of drugs 
and nostrums. 
Mr. Pike moved that the 
House take up the bill and that it be read a 
first time, and the motion was carried. 
Mr. Mooney moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the 
House defeated the bill 
authorizing cities, towns, and villages to 
appropriate funds 
arising from liquor 
licenses in ahi of schools within their cor­ 
porate limits.

I n d ia n a p o l i s , Ind., March I.—John W.

“ I certainly meant 
no contempt for the House. 
Tho rest of 
tho resolution is correct.” 
The resolution was adopted by a viva 
voce vote, only a few voices being heard in 
tho negative.

Washington special dispatch:— 
“ Secretary Vilas bas telegraphed Dr. 
J . B. Whiting, of Janesville. Wis., offer­ 
ing him one of th* commissionerships 
for the Red Lake Chippewa reservation.
